Jouns and Conditions of Sale — 1958 


We take pleasure in submitting herewith our wholesale 
prices for the 1958 season. Suggested retail prices will 
be found in the descriptive catalog and in our Lily folder, 
copies of which we are sending you herewith. 

Our terms of sale are those customary in our trade; 
2% discount for cash payment within ten days from date 
on invoice; or thirty days net. We sell f.o.b. our farms. 
Please make all checks payable to Oregon Bulb Farms. 

Our business is exclusively wholesale. No orders will 
be accepted from parties not actually engaged in the seed 
or nursery trade. While we seldom fail to complete 
accepted orders, we reserve the right to omit any part of 
an order, should unexpected or unavoidable shortages 
occur. We do not substitute unless authorized. With our 
packaged collections we reserve the right to substitute 
equal or better varieties in any collection, should an un- 
expected shortage occur. Where such a substitution is 
made, the labels will be altered to show exact contents. 

All orders shipped at purchaser’s expense and risk. 
We exercise every possible precaution to pack bulbs 
safely and protect them against damage in transit. We 
cannot offer any guarantee to that effect. No extra 
charges are made for delivery to carrier, nor do we 
charge for containers or packing material. Charges for 
freight, forwarding and delivery will be collected when 
the bulbs arrive or, should we prepay all or part of such 
charges, then we will bill you. These charges are net, not 
subject to discount. 

All quotations are f.o.b. our farms. We realize that 
many customers would prefer a delivered price. Since we 
sell all over the United States and in many foreign coun- 
tries, it is impossible for us to do so. We ship most of our 
bulbs in chartered pool trucks, consigned to distribution 
centers in California, Georgia, Texas, Washington, D. C., 


Philadelphia and New York. Stops for partial unloading 
can usually be arranged for Hamburg, Iowa, Chicago and 
several other points. 

We guarantee all varieties to be true to name and de- 
scription. While we exercise the greatest care to have all 
stocks pure and true to name and hold ourselves prepared 
to replace, on proper proof, all stock that may not prove 
to be so, it is mutually agreed between the purchaser and 
the Oregon Bulb Farms that we shall not at any time be 
held responsible for a greater amount than the original 
purchase price of the stock. 

Prices are quoted subject to stocks being unsold upon 
receipt of orders. Verbal agreements will not be con- 
sidered. All orders accepted subject to satisfactory crops. 
By placing orders, buyers are considered to agree with 
our terms. If, at the time of shipment, purchasers have 
not settled their previous year’s account, or in the case 
of unknown customers that cannot supply sufficiently 
good references, or in the case of unsatisfactory informa- 
tion, we shall be compelled to cancel any orders placed 
with us. 

To offset the rising costs we must ask you to place 
orders of twenty-five dollars minimum. Orders below that 
figure will be automatically billed at retail prices. 

All shipments bear a certificate of inspection issued by 
our Oregon Department of Agriculture. It is strictly 
understood that our customers must assume all risks in 
regard to entomological or phyto-sanitary requirements 
of their respective states. Complaints and claims about 
quality supplied cannot be entertained unless made im- 
mediately upon receipt of the bulbs. No warranty is 
given, express or implied, and we will not be in any way 
responsible for the results of planting or forcing of any 
bulbs supplied by us. 


It is obvious and customary in the trade that large orders, especially those calling for a number of cases of a 
variety, merit a better price than small orders. We also feel that we owe something to the firms that issue 
attractive catalogs and thus help us to promote the sale of our material. Finally, many of our customers 
stock our bulbs in order to serve other dealers and must, therefore, have some special price concession. 
For these reasons, we have decided upon a definite scale of discounts, as follows, and orders 


from $100.00 to $ 500.00 will earn a 10% discount; from $1,000.00 to $2,500.00 will earn a 20% discount; 


from 500.00 to 1,000.00 will earn a 15% discount; 


from 2,500.00 and over will earn a 25% discount. 


These discounts are for all combined purchases in the full calendar year and are in addition to the usual 


2% for cash within ten days from date of invoice.

To our Friends, 


While the last transcontinental truck is loading bulbs for Long Island and Pennsylvania deliveries, I must 
again prepare my price lists for the next year, for a crop that is still to grow. However, difficult this task 
is, we cannot wait to see how the crop will turn out before we offer it to you. Many of our customers print cata- 
logs of their own and they must have our prices and descriptions a year in advance. Others, the rapidly growing 
circle of garden markets, plan their merchandising campaigns a long time ahead. The smaller nurseries must have 
our prices for guidance when their own show collections of bulbs come into flower and when customers come into 
inquire about our new Lilies and Daffodils. 

This work, preparing our price list long in advance and making long-range forecasts as to the possible crop 
and the potential demand, we have now done for more than thirty years. And, come to think of it, we have been 
growing bulbs in Oregon for a full thirty years too. The Oregon Bulb Farms filed its articles of incorporation in 
the fall of 1928. Since then, through depression and war years, we have made these estimates, quoted prices, have 
undertaken to deliver bulbs and, I am proud to say, have been able to live up to our agreements with an ever- 
widening circle of customers. Notwithstanding the apparently quite widespread belief that growing bulbs is just a 
delightful hobby, I should mention here that all this has not been an easy task. Anyone who thinks that operating 
a bulb business like ours, with its hundreds of acres of land and the enormous stocks of varieties, new and old, is 
a leisurely occupation should take a job here for a while and learn what it is like. 

That we have been able to forge ahead; introduce such magnificent new plants as our prize-winning Lilies and 
Daffodils; make deliveries at the time and in the quantities promised is due only to the hard work and the devotion 
of the people who work with me in this enterprise - Earl Hornback, farm manager, and Kenneth Crutcher, his assis- 
tant; Edith Dodson, who has been in charge of our office, and Harold Comber, who of late has looked after the Lily 
breeding program. There are others, men and women, young and old, who have cheerfully worked long hours to help 
fill the ever-increasing orders for our bulbs. Whether you order a dozen bulbs or a hundred thousand, each order 
gets the same warm, personal attention and is filled with the same high-quality bulbs that our soils, as fertile as 
we can make them, our stocks, carefully rogued and selected, and our constant Supervision can produce. 

Closing our 1957 season, we can look back upon a good and busy year. We received more orders than we could 
fill; our crop was good and the new seedlings were better than any of‘us had expected. Honors came to us from 
many places. We were delighted to win again the coveted Isabella Preston trophy, as well as the Director's Cup, 
at the International Lily Show at Cornell University. Many of our introductions received awards and favorable 
mention at this and other shows the world over. From many countries we received letters, telling us about the fine 
performance of our bulbs and the quality of our packing. We were happy again to welcome visitors from France, 
England, Denmark, Sweden, as well as from South Africa, South America and Australia. We prize these visits, for 
they give us an invaluable insight into the taste and preferences of other gardeners. Our nurseries are always 
open to the trade and to interested amateur gardeners. 

This coming year we are not printing a new catalog. To all our customers and to others on our mailing 
list, we are sending a second copy of last year's beautiful, color-printed descriptive book - which, as you may 
remember, Shows suggested retail prices for the material we produce. For your pleasure, we are also enclosing 
herewith another copy of the 1957 color folder which came off the presses just before the start of the fall 
shipping season. 

Our stocks, both those replanted after the 1957 harvest and those left in the ground for a two-year period 
of growth, look fine. We have had good fall weather and the fields are in splendid condition, ready for whatever 
the winter may bring. If normal weather prevails next year, we should have a really magnificent flowering season. 
Large plantings of entirely new hybrids will come into flower during the 1958 season. Advance samples of identical 
hybrids have shown us that this new material will be of startling beauty. 

Our stocks of Daffodils are stronger than ever. They are also larger in so far as many excellent novelties 
are concerned. Many of our own seedlings are now available at moderate prices and we feel that at least some of 
them will be of enduring value. We want more Daffodil orders and all buyers, whether they order a carload or a few 
dozen bulbs, will find that our prices, our quality, our packing and early deliveries give us a definite competi- 
tive advantage over bulbs grown elsewhere in the world. We offer fully acclimated Daffodils in a variety selection 
that, after many years of trial, has been found to be most suited to American conditions and taste. 

At the conclusion of our thirtieth year in business in Oregon, we thank all of you for your continued 
interest and patronage. We hope that the coming season will be a good one for all of us and we remain,

cultural instructions 


Soils and Location: Lilies must have perfect 
drainage such as a gentle slope can provide. 
Air drainage too is important, for a good breeze 
can keep many garden pests and diseases away. 
If your site is level and the soil heavy, then 
prepare raised beds for the bulbs. Take care 
not to damage the roots in planting. 


Sun or Shade: Lilies need sunlight, at least 
until 2 p.m. Filtered sunlight or semi-shade 
may bring out the more delicate colors, but 
they tend to make weak stems and soft flow- 
ers. Do not plant near house walls, walks or 
drives that reflect sunlight or heat. 


Depth of Planting: L. candidum should be 
planted with not more than one inch of settled 
soil over the top of the bulbs. All others need 
not more than four inches of soil over them 


Mulch and Groundcover: Lilies are gross feed- 
ers and root deeply. They need a porous, well- 
aerated soil, rich in humus and well-balanced 
plant food. They like a good mulch of well- 
rotted cow manure, rich compost or decaying 
leafmold, and this can be applied several times 
during the growing season. The mulch keeps 
the soil cool, discourages weed growth and 
eliminates the need for surface cultivation 
which might hurt the stem roots. Shallow- 
rooted ground cover keeps the ground shaded 
and is beneficial. Do not expect your lilies to 
compete with strong-growing perennials or 
shrubs. 


Cutting Flowers: Like all plants, lilies need 
their stems and foliage to build for next year’s 


growth. Cutting the flowers only, preventing 
them from setting seed, is beneficial. Cutting 
the foliage is harmful in direct proportion to 
the amount taken. Cutting stems with foliage 
year after year will definitely kill the plant. 


Fertilizers: Natural fertilizers, such as well- 
rotted cow manure, are ideal. A handful of 
balanced fertilizer scattered over every few 
feet, a pound of wood ashes per every twenty 
square feet, and such applications repeated 
two or three times during the growing season, 
will help to keep the lilies strong and healthy. 
If your soil and water are alkaline, then two 
or three times during the growing season scat- 
ter a pinch or two of agricultural sulphur over 
the surface and water it in. Peat moss, being 
slightly acid, is good for lilies. It provides an 
ideal medium for the stem roots when used 
as a mulch. 


On Arrival: Lily bulbs are never completely 
dormant. They must be received as soon as 
possible after digging, hence orders should be 
placed as early as possible. If slightly limp 
after their long trip, place them in wet peat 
moss for a few days. They will soon freshen 
up and should then be planted immediately. 
Never plant new bulbs where other lilies have 
failed to grow and never plant in heavy, soggy 
soil. They cannot be treated like tulip or daf- 
fodil bulbs which can be dried out and go com- 
pletely dormant. Drainage is paramount. 


Pot Culture: The soil mixture must be loose 
and porous. Two parts sandy loam, one of leaf- 
mold, and one of sand is good. An inch of gravel 
should be placed in the bottom for drainage. 
Fill the pot half full of soil mix, add a hand- 
ful of sand, set the bulb on the sand, then sur- 


round with more sand. The pot is then filled 
with soil mix, watered, labeled, staked and 
placed in a cool place until spring. 


Spraying: Control aphids and fungus diseases 
with the same sprays used for roses. 


Forcing: The quality of the flowers and plants 
is much improved by cold storage of the bulbs 
and the flower yield is greatest following stor- 
age for six weeks at a temperature between 
32 and 40 degrees Fahrenheit. Experiments 
have shown that our Mid-Century Lilies when 
forced without cold storage flowered by the 
end of March, those cold storaged for six 
weeks flowered by the middle of February. The 
average elapsed time between planting of 
bulbs taken from cold storage and flowering 
was 60 days. A night temperature of 55 to 60 
degrees is recommended, with ample water as 
the buds begin to show. 


FUNGUS CONTROL IN LILIES: 
1. Prevention is much easier than curing. 


2. Sprays are better than dusts because they 
are more likely to give good coverage. They 
should be applied when foliage is dry and 
particular attention should be paid to cov- 
ering the underside of the leaves. 


3. Spraying should be started soon after Lilies 
emerge, and continued at about ten-day in- 
tervals until just before flowering. After 
flowering, dead flowers and seed pods should 
be removed and the Lilies should be sprayed 
thoroughly afterward. 


4. In the fall, after stems have either browned 


through natural maturing, or from freezing, 


all stems and foliage should be removed and 
burned.
